Solar Energy May Take the Place of 
Coal in the Future 

Solar energy is not evenly distrib- 
uted over the surface of the earth; 
there are privileged regions, and 
others that are Jess favored by the 
climate, The former ones would be 
the prosperous ones if we should be- 
come able to utilize the energy of the 
sun, The tropical countries would 
thus be conquered by  cetvillzation 
which would in this manner return to 
its birth-place. Even now the strong- 
est nations rival each other in the con- 
quest of the lands of the sun, as 
though unconsclously foreseeing the 
future, 

Where vegetation 1s rich, photo 
chemistry may be left to the plants 
and by rational cultivation solar radi- 
ation may be used for industrial pur- 
poses. In the desert regions, un- 
adapted to any kind of cultivation, 
photochemistry will artificially put 
thelr solar energy to practical uses, 

On the arid lands there will spring 
up industrial colonies without smoke 
and without smokestacks; forests of 
glass tubes will extend over the plains 
and glass buildings will rise every- 
where; inside of these will take place 
the photochemical processes that 
hitherto have ben the guarded secret 
of the plants, but that will have been 
mastered by human {industry which 
will know how to make them bear 
even more abundant fruit than nature, 
for nature is not in a hurry and man- 


kind is. And if in a distant future 
the supply of coal becomes complete- 
ly exhausted, civilization will not be 
checked by that, for life and clyviliza- 
tion will continue as long as the sun 
shines! if our black and nervous 
elvilization, based on coal, shall be 
followed by a quieter civilization bas- 
ed on the utilization of solar energy, 
that will not be harmful to progress 
and to human happiness, 

The photochemistry of the future 
should not however be postponéd to 
such distant times! I belleve that in- 
dustry will do well in using from this 
very day all the energies that nature 
puts at its disposal. So far, human 
civilization has made use almost ex- 
clusively of fossil solar energy. Would 
{t not be advantageous to make better 
use of radiant energy?—Giacomo 
Ciamician, Bologna, in an address be- 
fore the Eighth International Congress 
of Applied Chemistry on “The Photo-

Are the Continents Adrift 


Scientists Have a Theory that North 
America is Draggings Its Anchor 
That the continents of the earth are 

not fixed, but adrift, is the startling 

theory propounded by Dr. Wegener, a 

German geologist, and discussed in 

all seriousness by members of the 

British Association at thelr recent an- 

nual gathering. According to this 

theory the land masses that eventual- 
ly became welded together into con- 

Unents were originally dependent from 

the north and south poles Hke bunches 

of grapes on their stalks. Thence 
they broke away, and sailed off ‘on 


thelr own,’ so to speak, eventually 
coming to anchor near where they are 
at present. But just as no ship can 
be anchored ijmmovably for all timo to 
a shifting bottom, so it is with the 
continents. They tend to drag their 
anchors, as it were, and the motion 
is away from the Poles and from east 
to west. This drifting motion, how- 
ever, is not uniform. America, say 
these theorists, is going west faster 
than Europe. Greenland is travelling 
still faster in the same divection, ob- 
servations taken in 1870 and 1907 
showing a drift of about three-quarters 
of a mile in the intervening period,

What Jmmigration has already done 
for the west and for Canada was the 
at Ottawa by 
Hon. W. R. Motherwell, Minister of 
Agriculture, 

Despite all the dismal forebodings 
of the past, and fllomened  pro- 
phecies with regard to the west and 
its development, the fact was that in 
87 years it had been turned into the 
second largest bread producing coun 
try in the world, although not one-half 
of the virgin prairie of Canada had 
been brought into subjection by the 
hand of man. Despite drought, gvass-

the western country seemed to have a 
faculty of attracting people, and not 
only that, but of holding them, From 


‘looking forward to the day when soma 


wonder man would come along and 
buy them out at a fancy price, those
